Senator Warner Miller Thinks the Georgia 
Law Applicable to the Empire State—The

It is probable that there will be some ad- 
vance steps taken in legislation to meet the sen- 
timent that is being expressed through the pro- 
hibition movement. The Georgia law seems to 
be one that could workin New York, and that 
might be adopted here. It is a sort ot local op- 
tion within certain geograpRical boundaries, 
where, if prohibition is voted, N can be enforced.

We have a law in this State t leaves license 
or no license to the Excise mmissioners of 
each town. But the Commissi@ners are elected, 
one each year at the general town election, when 
other questions are exciting attention, and the 
vote is oftener —_ the man nominated than 
upon the license issue itself. Then, too, the town 
is so small a geographical division that if one town 
has a license and another none therais no differ- 
ence in the effect on the community & large, be- 
cause it is so easy to step from one town to an- 
other for liquor.

Some of our New 
York counties are as large as the State of Dela- 
ware. In a division of territory so large as that 
there is no difficulty to enfore the law.

It Is Hoped that 8. B. Raymond May Be 
Put Back on the Election Board, 

Ata meeting of the Election Commission 
yesterday Corporation-Counsel Hoffmann was 
present to sign a resolution adopted expressing 
regret at the death of Timothy Crean, who was 
appointed chief clerk of the board last spring 
when Mr. Hoffmaon was Chairman. Al the 
Commissioners signed the resolution. It was 
further decided to close tho office today in 
honor of the deceased. 

No action was taken with reference to the 
appointment of a successor to Mr. Crean, nor 
is any likely to be until the new Commissioner 
bas been appointed to succeed Samuei B. Ray- 
mond. Mr. Raymond's resignation bas been 
banded to Judge Prendergast and accepted, 
but he is acting until his successor shail be 
appointed.

The Thirty Thousand Notes That He Re- 
quired as a Guarantee of Good Faith 
Before Accepting a Nomination Evi- 
dently to Be Forthcoming—Collecter 
Magone and the New Commissioner of 
Public Works Take Hold—The Latter’s 
Disappoiating First Step—Other Items. 

New Yoru, Aug. 980. [Special. I— The ap-

Mr. George said 
that he would accept the nomination only when 
he was shown the siguatures of 80,000 voters 
pledging themselves to his support eleotion- 
day. He said that be had a reputation at 
home abroad that it would be folly for 
bim by heading a ticket that was 
to only a few scattermg votes. 
It was that this would end the proj- 
labor unions have taken him at 
his and have gone to work in ¢éar- 
nest to get bim the required 30,000 
signatures. Neatly-prepared blank, ad- 
dressed to Henry George and promising that 
in the event of his nomination those whose 
names are written below, voters of the City of 
New York, pledge themselves to bim and to 
each other that they will go to the polls elec 
tion-day* and vote for him have deen 
seattered fll about the city, in shops 
and factories, and are expected to 
be numerously signed. It is the intention to 
canvass the matter vigorously untill not thirty 
but fifty thousand names ure signed to the 
piedges, and then to hold a big convention, nom- 
inate Mr. George, and try to carry him through 
with a hurrah under the shadow of the scandal 
in which recent exposures have involved 
the local leaders of both the regular parties. | 
Mr. George stands well vith the average class 
of citizens in New York, although be is com- 
paratively little known, and if the labor unions’ 
scheme should bappen to strike the popular 
fancy it win mix things up in the city cam- 
paign this fall worse than Buttercup’s babies. 


Collector Magone and Gen. Newton Take 
Hold, 

I believe with the President—publie office 
is a public trust. was the announcement 
which Collector Daniel Magone made to the re- 
porters who came to the custom-bouse 
today to ask bim how he proposed to 
run the office and what changes he 
proposed to make. This was about the 
only incideot of interest connected with the 
installation of the new Collector. He came to 
the Goveroment buildings quietly in the morn- 
ing and was warmly greeted by the retir- 
in Collector, Hedden, who turned over 
the office to him tormally and then sent for 
the heads of the several departments 
to be introduced to their pew chief. A few 
prominent politicians dropped in during the 
day, but on the whole the new Collector nad a 
very quiet time of it. It is taken for granted 
among those best informed that there will be 
no changes of any moment about the custom- 
bouse for some time yet, although it is sot 
doubted that in time Mr. Magone will fill the 
positions at bis command with a unanimous 
assortment of red-bot Administration Demo- 
crats. 

Gen. Newton today took possession of bis 
new office of Commissioner of Pubiic Works of 
the City of New York and started out by ap- 
pointing D. L. Smith, the candidate ot tile Coun- 
ty Democracy faction, thus insuring to that side 
of the Democ atic household the patronage of 
the department. The details of the appoint- 
ment of nineteen-twentieths of the empiloyés 
of the department are in the hands of the 
deputy. The appointment was received with 
entbusiasm by the politicians, particuiariy by 
those of the County Vemocracy type, and with 
a large sense of weariness on the part 
of the average citizen ana taxpayer, who had 
hoped that the appointment of Newton meant 
the dawn of better things tban politics in the 
greatest city department.

AN IMPORTANT MOVE. 


A SOLUTION OF THE EASTEEN FREIGHT 
PROBLEMS NEAR AT HAND.

The Preliminary Steps Toward This End 


Already Taken—Extending the Territory 
of the Eastern Pools—MissoufFi to Under- 


take the Breaking Up of the Pooling 
Idea—The Baltimore & Ohio’s First 

Through Train to the West—Misceliane. 

ous Items and Notes. 

Preliminary steps were taken at the meeting 
between the Executive Committees of the 
Centra! Traffic Assvuciation and the trunk lines 
that are more calculated to bring about a 
successful solution of the Eastern freight 
problems than anything that has yet been at- 
tempted. Heretofore only the through traffic 
by the all-rail lines has been pooled. The great 
obstacies in the way of successfully carrying 
out these pools were the competition by the 
lake lines during the summer months and the 
opportunity given to roads to evade the pro- 
Visions of the agreement by shipping locally 
to non-pool points in the East and thence ro- 
suipp ng through to destination. Thus by add- 
ing the two locals an opportunity was afforded 
to cut rates, as in many instances the two 
locals make less than the through rates. It is 
now proposed to change this by pool- 
ing not only through trafiic but the 
local traffic as well. It is further 
proposed to include in the pool the trale by 
steamboat lines between Chicago and other 
Western lake ports and suffalo and other 
Eastern lake ports. There will probably be no 
difficulty in adding the local east-bound traffic 
to the through traffic pools, as the principal 
roads are known to he in favor of it. 

Some of the smaller lines may object to the 
scheme, but if the trunk lines earnestly 
desire the consummation of the scheme those 
lines can be easily whipped into submission by 
a refusal on the part of connecting lines to 
prorate with them. This would shut them out 
from competing for traffic beyond their own 


lines ana would soon compel them to submit. 


The pooling of the steamboat business bet ween 
Western and Eastern lake ports is amore dif- 
ficult matter to brug about. Still it can be 
done if the trunk lines earnestly desire it. 
Most of the steamboat lines engaged in the 
traffic between Eastern and Western lake ports 
are now owned by the trunk lines. 
The few independent lines in existence 
can easily be brought under the control of the 
trunk lines, or the latter may charge such high 
arbitrary rates from the independent lines as 
to prevent them from competing against tne 
steamboat lines in the pool. The oniy reason 
why the trunk lines, which are now getting all 
the traffic that is forced on the lake lines at 
Eastern lake ports at as good if not better 
rater than they can get if the steamboat trafiic 
is pooled, want such a pool is to prevent their 
connections between Chicago and Buffalo, 
which bave ‘been seriously injured by the 
lake competition, from being driven to the 
wall, as most of those Western connections are 
owned or controlled by the trunk lines. 

Thus by consenting to pool the steamboat 
traffic the Western connections of the trunk 
lines will be benefited, and this in a greut 
measure will remunerate the trunk lines 
for what they lose on account of 
the decrease in the lake trafo. Still 
the opinion prevails that the new scheme 
cannot be carried out because the competition 
by sailing vessels would become much greater 
than it now is, and new barge lines would no 
doubt also be formed to compete against the 
steamboat poo. 

The contracts for pooling the local and the 
steamboat traffic have been drawn up and are 
new being prepared to be submitted for a vote 
of all the parties interested. 

The ne ity of an arrangement like the 
above, if harmonious relations between the 
Eastern lines are to be maintained, is shown 
by the inabil ty to maintain rates under the 6x- 
isting stringent agreements. At no time since 
the present pools were formed have rates been 
firmly maintained. The roads trom St. Louis, 
Peoria, and other Western junction points have 
been openly cutting rates for weeks past, and 
all attempts ta stop it have proved 
unavailing. From Chicago rates have 
been better maintained than from 
other pooling points, but iately they also have 
been driven to rate cutting by the active com- 
petition of their competitors. It is claimed 
that at present the Vanderbilt lines and the 
Chicago & Atlantic and Wabash lines a e mak- 
ing a five-centScut on oats, tne principal stuff 
now shipped by rail. Complaints have lately 


been made to Commissioner Blanchard, but be 


has found no time yet to investigate the 
cherges. The above lines certainly bave car- 
ried lately much more than a rational sbare 
of the traffic, which is taken as an indication 
that they have secured the advantage by cut- 
ting rates. 

During last week the various roads running 
east from this city carried the follow.ng 
amounts of oats from this city: Wabash, 63,- 
660 bushels: Michigan Central. 109,799 
bushels: Lake Sbore, 111,756 busnels; Fort 
Wayne. 9,424 bushels; Pau- Handle, 9,469 busb- 
els; Baltimore & Ohio. 20,830 bushels; Chicago & 
Grand Trunk, 34.431 bushels; Nickel-Piaie, 
23.815 bushels; Chicago & Atlantic, 241,815 
bushels. This makes a total by all lines of 
615,580 bushels. Of this the Chicago & Atiantic 
and Wabasb took 305,475 bushels, or one-baif 
of the total by all ines. The three Vander- 
bilt lines took 245,870 bushels. This leaves 
but 64.685 bushels for the Fort Wayne, Pan- 
Handle. Chicago & Grand Trunk, and Balti- 
more & Obio Railroads. If rates had been 
maintained no such showing could be made. 

It is also ola med that a five-cent cut on pro- 
vision rates is bemg made by some of the lines.

AT SPRINGFIELD TOMORROW. | 
‘The 3 —— Convention which is to 


meet at Springfield tomorrow will have only 


two nominations to make, those for State 
Treasurer and Superintendent of Public In- 
struction. ‘The incumbent of the latter office 
is a Democrat, and under the Constitution 
the former office cannot be filled two con- 
secutive terms by the same man, so that new 
men must be taken up in both cases. 

Ever since this wise one-term restriction 
was adopted the custom has been to alternate 
between Northern and Southern Illinois. 
The present Treasurer being Jacob Gross of 
Chicago, the northern part of the State has 
no candidate. The choice lies practically 
between John R. Tanner of Clay County and 
Charles Becker of St. Clalr, with Maj. 
Salter, ex-Warden of the Southern 
Illinois itentiary, bringing up the 
from instructions, Mr. Lan- 
ner is far ahead of both opponents combined, 
but there are enough uninstructed delegates 
to make the field an open one, and the con- 
vention should be a-deliberative body. Per- 
sonal and other secondary considerations 
should be subordinated to the paramount 
question of publie policy. It may be safely 
assumed that either of the three is entirely 
trustworthy and competent, and the contest 
resolves itself into a question of expediency. 
A good head to the State ticket would 
strengthen the party in every Congressional 
and_, legislative district. The convention 
cannot afford to overlook or underestimate 
this fact. 

It is unfortunate for both Tanner and 
Salter, first, that the Democratic State Con- 
vention selected Germans for both offices; 
and, second, that no German Republican has 
come to the front as a candidate for Saperin- 
tendent of Public Instruction. On the other 
hand, it is unfortunate for Mr. Becker that 
he, the only German in the field, is from St. 
Clair County. That bailiwick has already 
had the Treasurership three terms since the 
adoption of the Constitution of 1870, and as 
there are 101 counties in the State there is 
an evident objection, on the score of locality, 
to its gomg there again, especially as St. 
Clair, notwithstanding it has been treated so 
handsomely, has made an exceptionally bad 
record politically. It has degenerated from 
a Republican stronghold to a sink of De- 
mocracy, and is now Bill“ Morrison’s 
preserve, from which, with the aid of St. 
Louls rowdies, he bags whatever game his 
Congressional pouch may need.. There is no 


other county in all Illinois which has less 


right to claim anything at the hands 
of the Republican party than St. Clair, 
especially in view of the manner in which it 
treated the Republican candidate for Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction four years 


ago. 

While all this is true and will not be over- 
locked, Charley” Becker is personally a 
very popular and suitable man for the posi- 
tion, and the Republicans are confronted 
with the conundrum, Can the party afford 
to have a ticket without any Germans upon 
it while the Democrats have none but Ger- 
mans on theirs? That is the Banquo of the 
feast, and there is no downing it by evasion. 
It must be conceded that Mr. Becker’s chances 
have been materially brightened by the ac- 
tion of the Democratic State Convention, 
and the complaints of the Germans in Cook 
County that they have not been sufficiently 
“recognized,” The issue between Tanner 
and Becker should be decided without a par- 
ticle of regard for the wishes of either of 
them personally, but solely with a view to 
promoting the interests of the Republican 
party. It being conceded that the public 
money will be safe in the hands of either, -we 
sincerely hope the convention will choose 
that one of the two whose nomination will 
give most strength to the general ticket. 

Cook County is liable to have the control- 
ling voice in deciding this question, and the 
convention of Saturday gave no instructions. 
The only approach to an exception was the 
action of the Fourteenth Ward delegation, 
which instructed the eleven delegates from 
that ward to vote for Becker. While every 
other county will be called as a unit, Cook is 
80 large that it will be called by Senatorial 
districts, and no concert of action is to be ex- 
pected on the Treasurership. 

When it comes to the second and last wets 
on the ticket, however, something ought to 
be said in favor of Dr. Edwards, a thorough- 
ly competent man of unexceptionable record, 
who would have the support of almost every 
teacher in the State if he should be nomi- 
nated. 


THE PEACEMAKER. 


If the reports of the performances of the 


torpedo-boat Peacemaker be correct Secre- 
tary Whitney need de in no hurry about 
building up his new Democratic navy. He 


need not tinker the Robeson monitor nor 


finish up the Chandler vessels, nor double- 
bottom the new cruisers. The Peaceniaker 
would destroy the whole collection in a jiffy 
and blow them sky-high out of water.

At the stern is a -propeller and an 
ordinary rudder. There are two horizontal 
rudders, with which the boat may be deflected 
up or down. The interior of the boat is about 
half filled with machinery, including a paras 
little N engine. Co air 
stored in six-inch pipes running around the — 
rior, and arrangements are made by which air 
may be 7 pe by chemicals. A gage registers 
the depth of the vessel beneath the surface of the 
water. An incandescent electric lamp furnishes 
the light, It is destined to use two torpedoes at- 
tached together by a chain and fastened to corked 
magnets pes will attach themselves to the iron 
or steel sheathing of a vessel to be pon a hat 
These are to be fired by electricity after 
pedo-boat has retired to a safe distance.“ * 


The experiments made with this queer 
craft seem to have been perfectly successful.

would have to be done under water, which 
practically amounts to not being done at all. 
Fighting against such odds as Peace- 
makers offer would soon banish war 
fleets from the ocean and guarantee 
the safety of commercial ports from any 
hostile vessels. When it is considered that 
this little boat, more or less crude in its con- 
struction, was sometimes forty feet under, 
water, sailing at the rate of eight miles an 
hour, it can be seen that a larger boat may 
be constructed capable of sinking to a still 
greater depth and sailing at a still greater 
speed. This also opens up possibilities of 
commercial advantage in the way of recover- 
ing sunken treasure and laying of sub- 
aqueous structures. Taken in connection 
with the successful experiments in navigat- 
ing the air made by the Torquay balloonists, 
the whole science of war is likely to be revo- 
lutionized. What with huge balloons sailing 


through the ether and dropping dynamite, 


and torpedo-boats sailing down in the depths 
of the ocean, equally expert in the use of 
explosives, there would not be much occasion 
for armies in the field or fleets on the water. 
The myth of armies fighting in the clouds 


yet be realized. 


REMOVE THE DYNAMITE. 

The determination of the people of Bright- 
on Park not to permit the rebuilding of the 
powder houses in their vicinage is a tardy 
exhibition of good sense. Though the mag- 
azines were originally intended for the stor- 
ing of black powder alone, the custom 
has been to store dynamite, giant powder, 
and nitro-glycerine in them as well. This 
was done while the city was growing in the 
direction of the magazines ana while the 
number of houses and residents in the im- 
mediate vicinity was largely increasing. The 
storing of the powerful explosives with the 
gunpowder was in contravention of the ex- 
press or implied obligations of the powder 
companies with the Town of Lake. That 
the authorities of the latter municipality 
did not enforee the obligation on the 
companies does not relieve them of the moral 
respousibility for the explosion of Sunday. 
Had there been nothing but ordinary black 
powder in the magazine the shock would 


there would have been no loss of life. The 
magazines are sufficiently isolated to ensure 
this. Six years ago, when the magazine of 
the Oriental Company was struck by light- 
ning, though the building was shattered and 
most of the powder stored there exploded 
no loss of life resulted and there was no in- 
jury to any property save that belonging to 
the company. Even some of the powder- 
casks stored in the magazine remained in- 
tact. It was the explosion of 6,000 pounds 
or more of dynamite in the Laflin & Rand 
storehouse Sunday that caused the loss of 
life and the terrible shock to the peo- 
ple of Chicago and the western and 
southern suburbs. There are large quanti- 
ties of dynamite in the partly-de- 
molished magazines now. It should 
be removed without loss of time to some 
place where its explosion would not endan- 
ger life or property. The powder maga- 
zines should be removed to a greater distance 
from the city, and no dwellings should be 
built within a specified distance of them. 
There is an area of about several sections of 
almost unoccupied territory two miles west 
of the present location of the magazines 
which might be easily secured for the pur- 
pose indicated. There are only a few squat- 
ters’ shanties thereon. The squatters might 
be cheaply bought out. The transfer would 
hardly entail any loss on the powder com- 
panies. The removal of the magazines from 
the present location would add largely to the 
value of their land at Brighton. It would 
soon come into the market as valuable sub- 
urban real estate. The powder houses have 
almost blighted the prospects of this section 
of outlying Chicago thus far. It is time for 
a radical change.\ The authorities of the 
Town of Lake can ptevent the rebuilding of 
the magazines in their present location, and 
they ought to do it. K 


THE STATE CONVENTION ON THE SURPLUS. 
The average State platform is about as im- 
portant, so far as concerns National issues, 
as the proverbial fifth wheel of a coach. It 
is not to State conventions that the people 
are accustomed to look for the fresh crystal- 
lization of current political ideas. There are 
certain indorsements, antagonisms, and re- 
affirmations which are expected as matters 
in course, and therean end. A notable, per- 
haps the most notable, exception to this rule 
was furnished by the Republican State Con- 
vention of eighteen years ago, which the 
eleventh-hour proceedings of the recent ses- 
sion of Congress recalls, and which suggests 
that possibly the Illinois Republican Con- 
vention of this week will furnish another 
notable exception to this uniformity of the 
commonplace. l 
Reference is had to the fourth plank of the 
platform adopted by the Peoria convention 
of May, 1868. At that time the Johnson Im- 
peachment trial was at its culminating point, 
and, together with the rivalry of candidates, 
absorbed the attention of nearly.every one; 
but it is evident that the Committee on Reso- 
lutions took a broad and thoughtful survey 
of public affairs, for the fourth plank of the 
platform reported and adopted reads thus: 


It is due to the labor of the Nation that taxa- 
tion should be equalized and reduced as rapidly 
as National faith will permit, and any surplus 
which may remain in the Treasury after econom- 
ical and necessary appropriations should be a 
pied to the reduction of the principal of the pub- 

debt by purchase in the open market. 


This is believed to be the first formal 
statement in a platform of the policy which 
was the distinguishing financial feature of 
Gen, Grant's entire Administration; and also 
the very latest issue between Congress and 

President Cleveland. It is a remarkable in- 
stance of *‘ the persistence of force” in af- 
fairs of state. The purchase, instead of re-

It may be that the convention can blaze 
out another path in the financial forest. Cer- 
tain it is that under our complex system of 
bonds and currency the following out of the 
debt-paying path is leading us into this 
dilema: How can our National-bank system 
be saved, with its absolutely perfect circula- 
tion? Every bond call is reducing the volume 
of our paper money, now none too large. The 
people do not feel as any real burden the tax- 
ation which produces the surplus, but the 
contraction which is going on is, in itself 
considered, deplorable. That constitutes the 
real price paid tor the reduction of the debt. 
For a long time this was not the case, but it is 
equally true that for a long time it has been 
the case, and must continue so to the 
end, under the National Banking law 
as it now stands. We believe that 
the public would insist upon keeping 
right on with the payment of the debt if 
every bank billin the country had to be re- 
tired in consequence; but no such alternative 
exists, albeit the statesmanship of Congress 
seems thus far to shrink from any attempt to 
find a way out. 


TEA IN DIPLOMACY. 

It can no longer be doubted that Mr. Bay- 
ard is in a fair way to escape honorably from 
his embarrassing position with regard to 
Mexico. The forthcoming report of Spe- 
cial Envoy” Sedgwick ought, in the logical 
course of events, to enable the Secretary to 
withdraw with dignity his reiterated demand 
for the surrender of Editor Cutting and te 
retire with perfect placidity from the inci- 
dentally necessary consequence of the de- 


mand. embodied in the presentation of that 


journalist’s claim for indemnity. It is al- 
most needless to say, that this very desirable 
culmination of the Cutting affair could not 
have been superinduced by the mere libera- 
tion of the prisoner by Mexico, as that could 
not have enabled the Department of State to 
recede from its attitude concerning the prin- 
ciples alleged to have been involved in the 
arrest, But Mr. Sedgwick’s preliminary 
investigation of the case, from the 
view point of a legal expert,” as 
reported within the last two or three days, is 
a satisfactory indication that not only the 
anunus of the people of Mexico towards the 
Awetican people has been grossly misrepre- 
sented, but also the Mexican law; and that 
Mr. Sedgwick himself has approached the 
examination of the law in an entirely unprej- 
udiced, not to say exalted, frame of mind. 
His various interviews en route from New 
York to the frontier had led his fellow-coun- 
trymen to apprehend the assumption on his 
part of a supercilious and perhaps dictatorial 
demeanor towards our weaker sister on the 
South; but the perfect courtesy and amiabil- 
ity with which he met half-way the diffident 
advances of the flower of Mexican chivalry 
on his arrival at the Capital city have entirely 
dispelled that apprehension and established 
Mr. Sedgwick’s reputation for—conviviality, 

The entry of our special envoy into the 
City of Mexico appears to have been rather 
in the nature of a civic triumph than an her- 
aldic portent, and his bearing later appears to 
have been all that his couhtrymen could have 
desired—and more! He has given ample 
proof of the astuteness with which he appre- 
ciated the delicacy of an Ambassador’s post- 
tion, and of the high order of diplomatic 
ability with.which nature, in default of ex- 
perience, appears to have endowed him, by 
the rapidity’ with which he has won 
the. hearts of the people to whom 
he was accredited, Indeed, it is 
very questionable if, following the advice of 
certain newspapers, Mr. Bayard had sub- 
stituted for Mr. Sedgwick some retired states- 
man trained in the public service at Wash- 
ington, with all such training involves in the 
way of tea-fights in the basement of the 
Capitol, the aforesaid retired statesman could 
have acquitted himself with more honor than 
did young Mr. Sedgwick at the tea-fight 
tendered him by the Jockey Club of the City 
of Mexico. This tea battle may hereafter 
be adduced as evidence that the statesman 
differs from the poet not in kind but only in 
degree in his capacity for being born as well 
as made.

trade is not placing any orders worth mention- 
ing on the market. It is quite true that what- 
ever briskndéss there may be is owing largely 
to American orders. As to iron and steel con- 
tracts, Mr. Russell says that he has no knowl- 
edge of any in bis own district, and, as be is 
not allowed to authenticate ang invoices be- 
yond its limits, be cannot speak with certainty | 
regarding them. Just before Mr. Russell 
sailed, however, be saw Consul-General Walier 
of London, and be reported no unusually large 
ivon and steel invoices. It has been years 
since steel rails have been so cheap as they are 
at the present time. They are freely offered 
at £3, and des rable buyers can get them even 
lower. The cost of transportation is almost 
nothing, being less than 7 shillings per ton. 
Tin plate is being shipped from Liverpool in 
large quantities, the invoices for the quarter 
showing a large increase over the previous 
three months, and also over the corresponding “ 
period of last year. There is, moreover, a large 
increase in the invoices of WOOl, the advance 
of 33 per cent in America having apparently 
no effect on exportation. Manufactured 
wooiens are not showing the same activity as 
the raw materials. Mr. Russeli thinks that the 
placing of American orders in the English 
market nas not been brought about by labor 
troubles in América. Business is better in 
thie country.

Why, the little %1,000-seat rival across 
the way—the Consolidated Stock & Petroleum 
Exchange—is doing better for its members than 
the old board., and the tastes of many of them 
are as luxurious as regular Stock Exchange 
brokers.“

"FIFTY THOUSAND PEOPLE VISITED 
THE SCENE YESTERDAY. 

The Powder Companies Proceeding Rapid- 
ly with the Work of Repatr— Rush for 
Relics on the Part of the Crowds—Who 
Is Responsible for the Damage ?—Two 
Deaths to Date—The Wounded Doing 
Reasonably Well. 

The inviting weather made an excursion to 
the sceue of the powder explosion a veritable 
picnic, and the curious flocked there from sun 

to sun yesterday. It is estimated that fully 


| 50,000 were on the ground during the day, and 


as they came in every known conveyance and 
vebicie Archer avenue looked like the principal 
| highway leading to a country fair. They

away as a rie was seized upon. While Jus- 
tice Tearney was moving out his household 
property be was surprised to find the relic 
fiends quarreling over the possession of his 
piano-cover, which had fallen into their 
hands. This led to a police cordon 
being placed about the bouse, as well as the 
ruined building of the Oriental Powder Com- 
pany, where the dynamite in boxes was lying 
ex The company attempted early in the 
day to engage workmen to move this stuff, but 
could not hire a man. Some bands were finaily 
brought out from the city and the stuff taken 
care of. 

All the powder people whose roofs and walls 
were wrecked and sbaken lost no time in 
getting to work. The first step was the erec- 
tion of a shelter tent or two near each house, 
and the stock was moved into these, after 
having stood in the sun long enough to dry 
the outside of the boxes and cans. in the pro- 
cession of vehicles that biocked the avenue 
nearly to Brighton were loads of brick and 
lumber bound for these different houses, and 
each one of them will be placed in repair again 
at the earliest possible moment. Age test as 
the dangerous contents of the houses could 
be taken out of the way carpenters, laborers, 
and masons went to work to repair the roofs 
and rebuild the old wails. 

The Great Rush for Relics. 

Justice Tearney’s bouse was in a worse con- 
dion yesterday than immediately after the 
explosion, but carpenters were immediately 
set to work to tear down the dilapidated struct- 
ure while otbers were busy moving the Jus- 
tice’s furniture to a house at Fort;-third street 
and Archer aveune. A new buildmg wil! at 
once be erected on the site of the old 
one. The Justice figures bis loss at about 
$7,000. The remains of the Gubi residence 
were besieged all day by the hunters for 
relics, and chinaware, walipaper, stones, and 
brickbats were iugeged off by the crowd. 
It was stated that there was $40 
in the débdris, and no sooner had 
the announcement been made than a 
bowling mob of several thousand was digging 
away. The Town of Lake police drove the 
people back and saved the remnants of the 
rulus. It was the same at the Devine house, 
where numerous pieces of wearing apperel 
were strewn, torn into sbreds. A German 
farmer Hum about a quarter of a mile from 
the Gul bouse said that two of Guus pigs 
were biown into his yard, while a stone too 
heavy for an average man to lift out a hole 
four feet deep neut his house and then bounded 
off a considerable distance. 

The fie.ds in all directions from the magazine 
are dotted with paper blowu from a quantity 
of old accounts and business records that 
were stored in the house by the powder com- 
pany, and some of these were blown great dis- 
tances. Scraps of old receipts, bills, and 
postal-cards were high.y prized by the relic- 
hunters. One enterprising citizen of Bride; 
port was soon aroused to this fact, and bad a 
wood part of the streets and vacant lots in 
Brighton strewn with his business cards, 
whieh were picked up by many a disgustea 
citizen who thought be had a prize in 
sbape of a neat, clean card that was blown 
more’n two miies.”’ 

Is the Powder Company Responsible ? 

Among all the immediate sufferers by the 
explosion the question of the day was whether 
or not the Laim & Rand Powder Company 
could be made to pay tor the damage done 
by the explosion. Led by Justice Tearney 
they were of the opinion that it could. 

The Laflin & Rand agency cannot yet give 
any estimate as to its loss, and will not ve able 
to do so until a iooting is made of the amounts 
shipped to agents for several montis past. 
As to their liability for damages done to other 
parties, Mr. Ingalis, at present in chargeof the 
office, couid give no opinion, except that the 
explosion was an act of Divine Providence and 
not blamabie on the dynamite and puwder- 

milis. An answer similar to this was what he 
gave to Terrence Donnelly, whose cabin was 
shattered and scatiered, and who asked yes- 
terday moruum at what time the company in- 
tended to rebuild his house. Mr. Niemeyer, 
the agent of the company, is absent from tne 
city. There were no lightning-reds on the ex- 
ploded powder-bouse, nor is there any on the 
others at that point. It is the conclusion of 
the powder companies, said Mr. Ingalis, that 
their storage houses are safer without them 
than with them. , 

The property-owners at Brighton and in the 
region affected by the Archer avenue powder- 
houses will meet Wednesday afternoon ut 2 
o'clock at the office o D. H. Hate & Co., No. 89 
Randolph street, to decide upon plans for pro- 
tecting their property and for securing the re- 
movai of these powder-buuses. 

Decided objections will be made to any at- 
tempt to rebutid, and it is supposed the Board 
of Trustees wili shortiy be requested to have 
the dangerous places removed. A permit to 
rebuild is required and may not be granted, 
but the companies will no doubt go on without 


one. 
The Condition of the Wounded. 

Dr. Mills, at the corner of Thirty-eighth 
street and Washtenaw avenue, reports that he 
has bad twenty-three people under his care, 
counting the ones who died and were first 
handled by bim. The greater part of them 
were only slightly injured, but two—Mrs. 
Laugbtrey, at Joseph and Pierson strects, and 
Miss Grady, at Thirty-fifth street and Archer 
avenue—are now suffering from the severe 
shock, as both ot them were sick at the time. 
The Keily boys and Shannon, who were buroed

In the 
East it is the rule to insure piate-giass, but in 
this city it ie the exception, and, consequently, 
most of the ums whose windows were broken 
are not protected. It is estimated that plate- 
giass which cost $10,000 was broken by the 
explosion, 80 far, twenty claims have been’ 
made to the insurance companies, whose 
agents think their losses will be: Metropol: 
tan, 81.000: Lioyd’s, $800; Fidelity & Casualty, 
$500. The Board of Trade carried a policy of 
$31,000 iast year, but did not renew it; so $500 
to repair the damage done will nave to come 
out of the treasury. The giass at the Grand 
Pacific was aiso uninsured. According to the 
best guessers there is in the city $1,000,000 in- 
vested in plate- glass, and not more tnan $200,- 
000 is covered by insurance. This is due,

the cost. The policies cover breakage by 
malice or accident, but not by fre. The storm 
last week rost the companies about $800; the 
explosion Sunday at least $2,500, if not more. 

When the time marked upon the face of the 
Board of Trade clock was compared with the 
observatory time yesterday morning it was 
founda to be three seconds slow. There can be 
po doubt ch&t the great clock stopped short 
fur that space of time on account of the con- 
cussion from the powder explosion. 

One of the ravages of the explosion which 
cannot be readily repaired are the cracks in 
the Joseph Armour Memorial window of 
Piy mouth Congregational Churen. The crash 
did not send down any of the giass, but twu 
large breaks in the work run clear across the 
entire window. The upper one passes through 
at about the breast line of the full length ‘fig- 
ures, while the lower cuts through at about 
the knees. 


LAKE SHIPPING NEWS. 


General Advance in Freights. 

With the excepuon of lumber there was 4a 
general advance in lake freights yesterday. 
Four cents was paid on wheat to Buffalo. This 
is the highest rate quoted since the opening of 
navigation, and is the highest that bas been 
paid during the month of August in teu years. 
There were several causes for the advance. 
The most direct cause was the strength of the 
ore-freight market. Long before the opening 
of “Change inquiries by telegraph were made 
for ore-carrymg capacity. shippers freely of- 
fering $1.25 per ton trom Escanaba to Cleve- 
land. This was an advance of 5 cents over the 
closing rates of last week, and as the demand 
was very brisk vessel agents were in a position 
to demand higber rates for carrying craig. 
Grain freigtts opened very strong. Shippers 
bad a large number of orders to fill 
and chey wanted ready tonnage badly. Carriers 
asked 3% cents on corn to Buffalo. Shippers 
demurred a little. but finding themselves 
pinched conceded the advance without fur 
ther grumbiing. Then the wheat shippers 
moved into che freight market and made in- 
quiries for vessels. This was an almost un- 
looked tor opportunity to give freights a fur 
ther boost. Carriers grappled it and fixed the 
rate on wheat at 4 cents. Just be.ore the 
close of Change a medium-size vessel was 
piaced for Buffalo at 3% cents on corn. How- 
ever, 34%@3% cents was considered the market 
rate during toe afternoon. Rates to Canadian 
ports were also higher. To Ki ton the rate 
on corn was 5% cents. Charters were made 
tor Georgian Bay ports in the morning at 2K 
cents ou corm and 2 cents on oats. Late in 
the afternoon 2% cents was paid on corn to 
Collingwood and 2 cents was paid on onts to 
Sarnia. Every busbei of ready room was 
placed and several vessels that will not be 
ready to load before tomorrow have been 
pledged.

A Monster New Steamship. 

The Jonn F. Eddy, the largest steamship 
ever built at Detroit, is to be launched at that 
port today. She is owned by Eddy Bros. and 
Capt. John Shaw, all of Bay City. Her prin- 
cipal dimensions are: Length over all, 275 
feet; beam, 38 feet: depth of bold, 23 feet. 
Ste is built of the best white oak that could be 
procured. A steel cord 18 inches wide runs 
around her at tne top of the frames, and her 
shelf-piece is of steel, 36 feet wide. She is- 
diagonally strapped trom the steel cord past 
the turn of the bilge with 53-inch straps. Sue 
is doubie-decked and will carry three spars. 
Her engine win be a fore-and-aft compound 
with cylinders 28 and 48 incues in diameter and 
48-inch stroke. She will be supplied with 
steam from two boilers 9 feet 6 inches by 14 
fest, and will turn a screw 12 feet 4 inches in 
diameter.

| DECAY OF WOMANHOOD. 


THE DEATH-DEALING CORSET AND 
THE POISONOUS COSMETIC. 
Startling Statements of a Louisville Gynecol- 
ogist Concerning the Physical Deteriora- 
tion of American Women—High Mental 
Cultivation, Dress, and the Require- 
ments of Society Working Such Ravages 
as to Unfit and Ineapacitate Them for 

Motherhood. 

Louisville Post: “What do you think of 
Dr. Moore’s recent statement in Engiand that 
America must in the future look to Europe 
for her motherst asked a reporter of a lead- 


ing gynecologist this morning. 
“I think bis statement bas considerable 
foundation in fact. replied the pbysician. 


“Dr. Moore ie by no means original in that | 


assertion, which seems to haye been such 
Startling information to many. Herbert 
Spencer and other leading sociologists and 
biologists bave advanced the rery same opin- 
ion. Dr. Moore takes the ground that Spen- 
cer does—namely: that high intellectual 
cultivation militates against motherhood, In 
hie recent speech in England he asserted 
that American women, by reason of their 
advanced stage of. mental development, were 
becoming sterile. There is no doubt that 
this statement is based on scientific and weil- 
known principles. It is already a recognized 
theory, and may in the future be regarded as 
a social. law. If the present condition of af- 
fairs continues to exist, and to increase in the | 


future as it bas in the, past, these principles 
must soon command universal attention, and | 


their lessons be obeyed. 

“The theory that motherhood decreases 
with high intellectual cultivation is founded 
both on extensive observations and on à ocon- 
vineing chain of inductive reasoning. 

“Other causes eliminated, it has been the 
observation ot every wise old woman that your 
present meneration of women is not capable of 
raising the iarge families of ‘other days. How 
many of our college-bred girls are called moth- 
er by a haif-dozen or a dosen children? How 
many are capable of reigning over such a 
thrifty household? 

One does not bave to go very far to 
answer these questions. The evidence is 
patent to all, and ther@ is but one conciusion. 
A highbly-cultivated brain is an expensive piece 
of furniture. It feeds and thrives at the ex- 
pense of the other tissues and organs. Where 
every particie of vitality that is noc required 
in the functional life of the mother is needed 
for the welfare of the young, it stands to 
reason that the supertaxation upon ber 
strengtli of a cultivated brain must work 
either to ber disadvantage and cause death or 
render ber an invalid, or work to the detriment 
of the child, and eventually render her barren. 
In the one case you have a small family and 
an exhausted, effete mother; or in the other 
you have no family and an educated woman. 
A high meptal cultivation puts a woman in a 
dilema, either form of which is an unde- 
sirable predicament. 

It is a tact observed by all and emphasized 
by statistics that the American, asa distinct 
variety of the Caucasian race, is an unstable 
quality. Your American hardly exists back 
farther than twoor three generations, and 
after the first generation, with imported 
parents, he becomes noticeably scarce. Dr. 
Moore's statement that American mothers in 
the future must be found abroad, is already, 
to a certain extent, verified. : 

“A smart woman of masculine mind and 
deep iearning may be a very pretty thing to 
look at and an entertaining figure in society, 
but she is a costly luxury to the race. 6 

“TI do not mean to discourage the education 
of women. But, together with this mental 
training, there should be sifted other exercises 
and hygienic principies that will not unsex the 
subject. i 

Criminal education, bowever, is not the 
only cause that is now at work in the destruc 
tion of American mothers. The trouble finds 
a more prolific cause in the foolish tenets of 
society. Fashion is dogmatic, and bas com- 
manded“a great many unreasonable observa- 
tions. Your American woman is nothing if 
she is not fashionable. Fashion reigns, and 
she obeys like a slave in chains and under the 
lash.- The entire system of the female dress is 
faulty. The corset is an abomination, and 
perhaps the worst. It bas its origin n a surgical 
truss for a weak back. It was found comforta- 
bie and facilitated dress, and became fashiona- 
bie.

In résponse to the Graphic reporter's ingul- 
ries, Park Commussioner Beekman made tho 
following statement: 

**Wednesday morning an examination was 
made of the obelisk in Central Park for the 
purpose of acertaining what its condinon was 
after application of the paraſhue process, which 
took place about a year ago. A sling, to which 
a pulley was attached, was in the cone 
of the obelisk and a rigger's chain was at- 
tached to a rope which was reeved through the 
pulley. An examination was then made by the 
President, the Superintendent, and several of 
the stonemasons in the employ of the depart- 
ment of each face of the stone from the top 
down, the observer being bauled to the top of 
the obelisk and slowly iowered down, carefully 
sounding the stone and noting its appearance, 
The examination disclosed a large uumber of 
small holes in the stone, obviously caused — 
the disintegration of the hornblend, whic 
is one of the constituent elements of this 
gravit. In many places the stone seemed to 
be soft ana disposed to crumbie, and at some 
points the hollow sound given on striking in- 
dicates the existence of interior cracks or 
flaws. Several loose scales feil while the stone 
‘was being sounded. Itis dificult at present 
to pass judgment upon the process which bas 
been appiied. It is not unreasonable to sup- 
pose that it has exerted a certain preservative 
effect, and may have checked a larger degree 
of disintegration. A part of the process con- 
sists in the application of heat to the surface 
of the stone. It is well known that beat of 
suffic ent intensity will cause granit to dis- 
integrate. I am not, however, prepared tosay 
that in this case the degree ul beat used was 
sufficient to injurtousiy affect the surface of 

stone. I propose to have the matter 

ughly examined by competent experts in 
te hope that a sound conclusion may be 
which will settle the question whether 
rucess of decay can be permanently ar 


* Possibly nothing can be done to check a 
Ww but sure decay under the trying influ- 
ences of a climate so extreme in its alternations 
of beat and cold. Ido not, however, desire to 
be considered as having formed a decided 
opinion upon the matter, or that it is proposed 
to rest satisfied with this examination. In a 
matter of so much moment as the preserva- 
tion of this wonderful and auclent monument 
of a past civilization no conclusion should be 
come to without exhausting inquiry. The 
stone 1s to be examined by Mr. ffai, the in- 
ventor of the process which bas u applied, 
and I look forward to bis report with consid- 
erable interest. 

The public may fee! satisfied that nothing 
will be left undone for the protecnon of the 
obelisk, and that no experiments sball be tried 
upon it which may or may not demonstrate 
the merits.“

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He Moves About at Will and Also Possesses 
the Power to Suspend Animation and 
Resume It Again at 1 ure—A Re- 
markable Freak of Nature Which Is Puz- 
gling the Scientists of Boston—Colored 
King George, Who Claims to Be 316 
Years Old. 


Boston Globe: A middle-aged negro of some- 
what unsound mind is now stopping in Boston 
woo calis bimseif King George. Although in 
apparently good physica) health, be bas been 
made the subject of much investigation by the 
medical fraternity of the Eastern States. Ac- 
cording to his own statements King George is 
316 years old. He played among the rocky hills 
of Worcester County before the “ breaking 
waves "’ showered the first visitors at Plym- 
outh, and was just beginning o raise a beard 
when the Boston tea-party occurred. Of -the 
later events connected with the Revolution he 
knows practically nothing, and bas but indis- 
tinct recollections of hig career up to the time 
of his visit to the Globe editorial roo ms yester- 
day norninue. . : 

King George has several strame physical 
peculiarities that have puzzied scientists and 
Goctors alike. His ia about five feet three inches 
in hight and weighs 106 pounds. His hedy is 
apparently well develored and “ree fiom all 
disease. As he sat down in 1 chair and tondiy 
handiei an iron cane <hat might have been 
eusily mistaken for a crowbar be said: 

Par ain’t an'oder man like me in dis world. 
I'se got two hearts, two sets of ribs, and run 
my pulse an’ blood to suit myself.“ 

Thereupon he removed bie coat. vest, and 
undergurments and faced the reporter, re- 
questing that be should examiue his ribs. It 
was difficult to locate them. with any degree of 
accuracy, tnough it was conclusively shown 
that he possessed them. The bowels were 
loose and the abdomen unusually flexible. 
Aside from those facis nothing out of the or- 
dinary was noticed. 

Now jest watch me,” he said, taking a 
seat. Without apparent effort his bowels be- 
gan to assume strange proportions. Iu place 
of the ordinury skin there appeared extending 
from the peivis a line of ribs as hard and un- 
movable as those hidden in the dense tiesb 
above. ; 

Now watch it go down,” be said, drawing 
in a long breath, which apparently caused the 
abdomen to resume its natural proportions. 

The next move was to examine the beart.

Tuis phenomena could not be 
accounted for, and stiil greater surprise was 
created when King George, who seemed to 
enjoy the exh bition, asserted that his next 
move was to transfer his lett-hand bear: to 
his groin.“ 

Again the abdomen was strangely contorted. 
A moment after there appeared a large bunch 
on the left side. On the skin faint pulsations 
could de seen, and when a hand was placed 
upon the spot the throb of something resem- 
bling the beart could be eas ly felt. All indi- 
cations of the presence of the heart in its 
original position nad disappeared. Then came 
the reaction, and in a moment the little organ 
had resumed ite natural place, and was pump- 
ing away as steadily as ever. 

Still another test was made. The puise of 
both sides of the body were taken and found 
to differ considerably. The blood on the leit 
side moved much faster, and was not simul- 
taneous witb the circulation on the right. 

Kine George noxt said be would stop bis 
heart beating, and did so by bowing his head 
and placmg bis bands slightly upon his breast. 
To prove the truth of King George's state- 
ments a reporter called on Dr. J.J. Smith, wao 
exami the King with no small degree of in- 
terest. . Atter the examination had been made, 
** This is the most remarkabie 
case Lever knew. The examination I bave 
made is not a thorough one, but is sufficient 
to satisfy me that the man is what he ciaims 
to be in certain respects. I am convinced 
beyond a reasouahle doubt that he bas the 
power te suspend animation. He did it for me 
twice, and I was not able to detect the slightest 
movement of the beart or pulse. It is very re- 
markabie, bemg oue of the few cases I have 
beard about., and the second I ever saw in 
which action was wholly suspended. King 
George s a phenomenon. I neversawa man 
who had such control over bis abdomen. 

In regard to bis ability to move his heart, 
I do not feel qualified to offer criticism. Nat- 
urally speaking, it is an impossibility.

LEGISLATING AGAINST.SILVER. 
Placing the Producers of the Republic Un- 
| der a Perpetual Mortgage. 
Salt Lake Tribune: About the meanest ar- 
gument the gold bugs ever use against silver 
is. that if its use shall be persisted in there 
will be rush of gold out of the country, and 
there will be a fall in the price of labor. They 
may or may not know the fact, but itis true 
that the price of both gold and Silver was long 
ago, before there were any written codes on 
earth, established by that something calied la- 
bor, and neither metal can be iegisiated against 
and disgraced without at the same time labor 
being in like ratio legislated against and dis- 

„Just now there is a hoarding of gold 
and & lock-up of silver, which make in effect 
a shrinkage of money. The result is, that 
labor has depreciated nearly 30 per cent from 
what it was twenty-two years ago, when this 
Shrinkage began. If any person will take the 
troubie to compare the statistics of the worid he 
wil find that the things which men eat, wear, 
use in their labor, and labor itself v:brate up 
and down in price precisely according to the 
amount of money in active circulation in that 
country. By this we do not mean the money 
whicn is in storage in the country. We have 
$300,000,000 in siiver coined in the Un.ted 
States, but half of it is under lock and key, 
and the faise sentiment which Eastern bankers 
and the Eastern press have awakened prevents 
it bemg put in circulation. We have $600,000,- 
000 of coined gold in the land, but of this $260,- 
000,000 is locke’ up in the United States Treas- 
ury, and $140,000,000 is beld as a reserve in the 
banks of four ot our great cities. Of our 
8900. 000. 000 in gold and silver, the only real 
money that we possess, a good deal more than 
half is kept out ot circulation in any form. This 
reduces the money actually in circulation in 
the United States to a sum lower tuan was in 
circulation fifteen years ago, though in tun 
time our populamon has increased over 40 
per cent, and our trade has increased 
in still greater ratio. What is the re 
sult? Property of all kinds and labor 
have falien quite 30 per cent, and men prefer 
10 let their money lie idle in the bank rather 
than invest it in business. The reason, they 
will tell you, is because property is going 
down, aud a year hence with $9,500 they wi 
be able to purchase as much ‘property as they 
now could for $10,000, and thus money lymg 
idle is paving them 5 per vent; But the chief 
wickedness of ail this is that’ debts do not de- 
cline with falimg prices. Ha man owed a 
debt, line a mortgage on his Home for balf its 
value in 1872, when silver was demonetized, 
and had paid the interest on the mortgage ever 
since, unless that home happened to be in 
some favored spot where local influences 
gave it a value despite of natural 
laws, be would find now, that under 
sule bis home would not more than pay the 
mortgage. 80 the debtors to the United 


States., as ali men who own property are, find 


that pow after having, in principal and inter- 
est, paid 10 per cent more than the or ginal 
debt was, and though the principal has been 
reduced almost 50 per cent, still it will take 
more ol their property and their labor—for 
property is mereiy labor's accumulations— 
than it would bave required to pay the whole 
sum ‘when the debt zus contract d.

Nor Food in the Country. 

Dallas News: The Hon. E. I. Walker, Coun- 
ty Judge of Stephefs County, arrived in the 
city yesterday tre barer f an appeal from 
the County Cor.u.-sinaerg of his countysfor 
aid to avert the destituuon prevailing in that 
county on account of the “prc:racted drouth.

NEW USE FUR DYNAMITE, 


Exploding It in the Air to Produce a Rain- 
fall 

Dr. J. W. Greene of Chillicothe, Mo., writes 
to the Kansas © ty Journal that for the trifling 
sum of a few bundred dollars and a little sys- 
tematic work by practical men Kansas City or 
any other piace can have all the rain wanted. 

Take, sey, 100 good, large, strong toy bal- 
loons, 100 pounds of dynamite in one-pound 
packages, and 100 ounces of powder. Attach 
one pound of dynamite and one ounce of the 
powder to each balloon, with fuse enough to 
set the powder off at about balf-mile bight or 
higber. The explosion of the powder will ex- 
plode the dynamite. The explosion of the 
dynamite at that altitude will cause a displace- 
ment of the air tor about 1,000 feet 
and au active agitation for a very 
much greater distance. These explosious 
should be made from seve al neighboring sta- 
tions, say two or three miles apart, and fore 
general rain, of course, at distances accord- 
ingly; and they should take place at as regular 
successive intervals as possible. In an hour 
or two aterrific storm will be raging in the 
upper elements. Aerial friction will generate 
electricity, which will play its necessary part, 
while concussion and the commingling of mad- 
dened currents and counter currents of warm 
and cold atmosphere will produce condenusa- 
tion of watery vapor—rainfail. 

This random work will bring it. But if the 
bailoons could be anchored and the explosions 
made by electr. city at more regular intervals 
the result would be more certain ana more ef- 
fective. This is the idea in the rough. Ex- 
periment and improvement will develop de-
